S the wiſeſt and moſt judicious Part 
of Mankind have, in all Ages, left 
| it as a ſtanding Rule to Poſterity, 
Vor their better Government, iu the Courſe 
*of their Lives, that a Retroſpection into 
e Hiſtories and Tranſattions of former 
Times is the trueſt Looking-glaſs, in 
tehich they can take the moſt probable 
View of future Events; becauſe, by com- 
paring Men with Men, and Things with 
bing, of the [ame Nature, they may 
Fe4/onably conclude, that Men of the 
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fame Kidney and Principles, acting by 
the ſame Ways and Means, will always, 
either directiy or indirectiy, point at the 
ſame, or the like Ends; and that the ſame 
Cauſes (generally ſpeaking) will alſo pro- 
duce the ſame or the like Effects; ſ con- 


fidering how much (under the pretence of 


aſſerting the Rights and Liberties of the 
Subjeft, both in their religious and civil 
Concerns) the Republican Spirit of Hy- 
pocriſh, Schiſm, Faction, and Rebellion, 


on the one Hand, and of Atheiſm, Irre-

1 After the unhappy Breaches of ſome 
= former Parliaments, the Royal Martyr, 
King Charles the Firſt, thought fit to

ces then complain d of. But, inſtead of 
any ſuch pacifick and healing Meaſures, 
as his Majeſty then propos d, the King-

Here it is to be obſerVv'd, that as the 
Church and State were determin d to be

However, upon a Proteſtation fram'd by 
the Houſe of Commons, the Rabble, whom 
they had then ready at Command in the 
City, came 10 Weſtminſter clamouring for 
Juſtice againſt the Fart of Straflord; 
who (to the great Grief of his Majeſty) 
was, on the 12th of May after, beheaded 
n Tower-hill, as 4 Sacrifice to the Fury 
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of a mad and deluded People; as was 
likewsſe the great Arch-biſhop Laud, os 
the toth of January 1644-5, after near 
four Tears Impriſonment, 

While theſe Matters were in Agita- 
tion, Ship-Money was voted an illegal 
Tax by the Parliament; and the Judges 
who had given their Opinions for it, were 
. about it; and tho“ a Bill for a 
Zriennial Parliament paſs'd both the 
Hlouſes, and was, on the 15th of Febru- 
ary, /igned by his Majeſty ; yet they puſh'd 
that Matter ſtill on, till his Majeſty was 


prevailed upon by the Importumtzies of 
voth Houſes, and the treacherous Advice 


of ſome of his Council, to give his Royal 
Aſent, on the 8th of May then following, 
for the Continuation of the ſame Parlia- 
ment, from time to time, ſo as not to be 
diffolved without their own Conſent ; 


from which too exceſ;ve Condeſtenſion of 


his Majeſty, contrary to his own Judgment, 
as well as to his Intereji aud Preroga- 
rive, it may juſtly be ſaid, that too many 
ef the Evils which happen'd after to him- 
{elf and the Nation did in a great mea- 
fare proceed: For the more he yielded to 
the unreaſonable Importunities of that Ne- 
bellions Parliament, the more mnſalent 
and nnpiacanle they ſtili were, 1 
Wien 
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Ip hen thelriſh Rebellion broke out, and 
be Lords and Common had voted 250000 
Acres of Land in Ireland to be aſſigned, 
elloted, and divided amongſt ſuch as 


bould dishurſe any Sums of Money for 
"RFeducing that Kingdom, the King not only 
/ented to their Propoſition, but alſo of 
fer'd to venture his own Royal Per ſor 
For the Recovery thereof, &c. Zet they 
"were not aſhamed afterwards to ſeem to 
fſuſpect, nay, even to accuſe him of grant- 
ing Commiſſions for raiſing the Rebellion 
There; than which nothing could poſſibly 

he more falſe or malicious; as will after 

7 _eppear. 

About the ſame time Tumults were in- 
duſiriouſly raiſed at Weſtminſter againſt 
the Biſhops, and twelve of them were 
accuſed of High Treaſon; whereupon his 

* Majeſty, on the 3d of January following, 

© exhibited Articles of HighTreaſon againſt 

> the Lord Kimbolton, aud the five muti- 

= nous Members, for endeavour ing, among (t 
ether things, to ſubvert the fundamental 

Lab and Government 6f the Kingdom, 

and to deprive his Majeſty of bis Regal 

Power, and to place an arbitrary and 

tyraumcal Power in Subjects, and for 

raiſing and countenauciug 1 there- 
by to compell the Parliament to order, 
limit, 
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limit, and diſpoſe their Proceedings, as 
might beſt concur with their own wicked 
Deſigns. But, inſtead of delivering up 
thoſe Members, when the King went in 
Perſon to demand them, the Houſe pro- 
tectea them, under the Pretence of main- 
taining the Priviledge of Parliament; 
and, ſoon after, petitioned his Majeſty, 
that the Militia and the Forts and Ca- 
ſtles might be put into the Hands of ſuch 
Men as they did confide in; and becauſe 
the major Part of the Lords would not 
concur with the Houſe of Commons in 
that Point of the Militia, thoſe oppoſing 
Lords were threatued and traduced to 
the factious People as Malignants and 
Diſturbers of their Peace: And ſo moſt 
of theſe Lords withdrawing themſelves 
for their Safety, the remaining Part of 
the Lords concurr'd: Whereupon the 
then ſitting Lords and Commons jointly 
petitioned his Majeſty, on the 2d of Fe- 
bruary, that he would forthwith put the 
Tower of London, and all other Forts, 
and the whole Militia of the Kingdom, in- 
ro the Hands of ſuch Perſons as they 
ſhou d recommend to him; and ſome time 
after preſented likewiſe an Ordinance to 
his Majeſty, for ſettling the Militia ac- 
cording as they had thought fit; to which 

they 
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they deſired his Royal Aſſent : But his 

ighty Reaſons, re- 
turn'd bis Anſwer in the Negative: Hor, 
That he cou'd not conſent to diveſt him- 
ſelf of the juſt Power which God and 
the Laws of the Kingdom had placed in 
him for the Defence of his People, and 
to put it into the Hands of others, eſpe- 


= cially for any indefinite Time, Sc. 


On the firſt of March both Houſes peti- 


© tioned again concerning the Militia, 
” threatning, that if his Majeſty perſiſted 
i his Denial, they wou'd ſettle the Mi- 


litia by their own Authority; to which 
his Majeſty return'd an Anſwer much to 
the ſame Purpoſe with his former; judg- 


ing, That the fame was agreeable to 


what in Reaſon and Juſtice they cou'd 
ask, or he in Honour grant: V hereupon 


both Houſes voted, the next Day after, 


that the Kingdom ſhou d be put into à 
Poſture of Defence by their own Autho- 
rity; meaning indeed thereby to raiſe an 
open Rebellion againſt his Majeſty, which 
they aid accordingly: But to give ſome 
ſeeming Colour to their own wicked De- 
ſigns, they voted on the 20th of May 


1642, That the King intended to levy 
War againſt them. |

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Here it is to be obſerved further, that 
tho" his Majeſty ſent repeated Meſſages #0 
both Houſes of Parliament, — the 


preceding Months of March and April, 
earneſtly preſſing, that they wou'd uſe all 
poſſible Induſtry in expediting the Buſi- 
neſs of Ireland, intimating withal his Re- 
ſolution of going thither in Perſon, for 
ſuppreſſing the Rebels there; yet they pe- 
titioned his Majeſty againſt his intended 
Paſſage thither, and to deſiſt from all 
manner of Preparation of Men and Arms 
tending thereunto, and to leave the Ma- 
nagement of that War to themſelves ; 
which his Majeſty moſ# graciouſly compli- 
ed with. | 

The Lords and Commons declared at 
the ſame time, that they intended a due 
and neceſſary Reformation of the Govern- 
ment, and Liturgy of the Church; and 


Zetitioned bis Majeſty likewiſe to give 


Leave for removing the Magazine from 
Hull, tothe Tower of London. 

Il hereupon the Gentry of Yorklhire 
taving petitioned his Majeſty, that the 
Magazine art Hull might not be removed 


from thence, his Majeſty went in Per ſou 


go view the Arms, Stores and Ammuni- 
tion there; where, being come, he found 
all the Gates ſhut upon bim, and the 

Bridges 
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Bridges drawn up, by Sir John Hotham, 


sho then commanded a Garriſon there; 
X which Proceeding of Sir John Hotham 
” was voted and declared to be in Obedi- 
* ence to the Command of both Houſes of 
+ Parliament. 

* The Militia and the Garriſons being 
thus (without Law, and againſt his Ma- 
| geſty's own Conſent) taken from him; his 
Majeſty, by his Royal Proclamation, did 
prohibit all his Subjects, belonging to the 
Train'd- Bands or Militia of thi King- 
dom, to riſe, march, muſter, or exerciſe 
” without his Royal Conſent, upon pain of 
being puniſhed according to the Laus; 
> and bya ſubſequent Proclamation, forbad 
all leuying of any Forces whatſoever 

without his Conſent. 
Upon the ſecond Day of June then fol- 
lowing, both Houſes *j Harliament of- 
fered, by the way f an humble Petition 
and Advice to his Majeſly, Nineteen 
* Propoſitions, which not only ſtruck at 
* the Royal Prerogat ve, in he mii ten- 
der Parts thereof, but were calculated 
to overturn all Regal Power what ſoe ver, 
ſo as to transfer the ſame to, and ſettle 
it in, the Houſes of Parliament for ever, 
in fuch manner, as to bave converted 
Monarchy into an Ariſtocrac) aud Demo- 
cracy, 
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cracy, ſuitable to the Presbyterian Go- 
verument which they then intended to 
have eſtabliſh'd in the Church. 

And as the Tendency of theſe Nineteen 
Propoſitions will be beſt explain'd by 
themſelves, I have, for the Reader's 
more particular Information, inſerted 
them here, verbatim, as they were then 


printed, by order of both Houſes; toge- 


ther with the Petition it ſelf. 


The humble Petition and Advice of 


both Houſes of Parliament, with 
19 Propoſitions, and the Conclu- 
fron, ſent unto his Majeſty the 
2d of ſune, 1642. 


OUR Majeſty's moſt humble and 
faithful Subjects, the Lords and 
Commons in Parliament, having nothing 
in their 'Thoughts and Defires more pre- 
cious, and of higher Eſteem, (next to the 
Honour and immediate Service of God) 
than the juſt and faithful Performance 
of their Duty to your Majeſty and this 
Kingdom; and being very ſenſible of 
the great Diſtractions, and Diſtempers, 
and of the imminent Dangers and Cala- 
mites 
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Emities which thoſe Diſtractions and Di- 
ſtempers are like to bring upon your Ma- 
Heſty and your Subjects; all which have 
proceeded from the ſubtie Informations, 
miſchie vous Practices, and evil Councils 
of Men, diſaffected to God's true Reli- 
ion, your Majeſty's Honour and Safety, 
ind the publick Peace and Proſperity of 
your People, after a ſerious Obſervation 
pf the Cauſes of thoſe Miſchiefs; do, in 
all Humility and Sincerity, preſent to 
Four Majeſty their moſt dutiful Peti- 
tion and Advice; that out of your prince- 
Ay Wiſdom, for the eſtabliſhing your own 
Honour and Safety, and gracious Ter- 
» Mderneſs of the Welfare and Security of 
pour Subjects and Dominions, you will 
*be pleaſed togrant and accept theſe their 
humble Deſires and Propoſitions, as the 
> moſt neceſſary effectual Means, through 
2=God's Bleſſing, of removing thoſe Jea- 
louſies and Differences which have un- 
*Z happily faln betwixt you and your Peo- 
= ple, and procuring both your Majeſty 
and them a conſtant Courſe of Honour, 
Peace and Happineſs.

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The PROPOSITIONS. 


I. That the Lords and others of your ®? 


Majeſties Privy-Council, and ſuch great 
Officers and Miniſters of State, either at 
home, or beyond the Seas, may be put 
from your Privy-Council, and from thoſe 
Offices and Employments, excepting 
{uch as ſhall be approved of by both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament; and that the Perſons 


put into the Places and Employments of 


thoſe that are removed, may be appro- 
ved of by both Houſes of Parliament; 
and that all Privy-Counſellors ſhall take 
af Oath for the due Execution of their 
Places, in ſuch Form as ſhall be agreed 
upon by both Houſes of Parliament. 

II. That the great Affairs of the King- 
dom may not be concluded or tranſacted 
by the Advice of private Men, or by any 
unknown, or un{worn Counſellors; but 
that ſuch Matters as concern the Pub- 
lick, and are proper for the high Court 
of Parliament, which is your Majelty's 
great and ſupream Council, may be de- 


bated, reſolved, and tranſacted only in 


Parliament, and not elſewhere; and that 
ſuch as ſhall preſume to do any thing 
to the contrary, ſhall be reſerved to the 

Cenſure 
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Cenſure and Judgment of Parliament. 
And ſuch other Matters of State, as are 
proper for your Mjeſty's Privy-Council, 
{hall be debated and concluded by ſuch 
of the Nobility and others, as ſhall from 
time to time be choten for that Place 
by Approbation of both Houſes of Par- 
liament: And that no publick Act con- 
cerning the Affairs of the Kingdom, 
which are proper for your Privy-Council, 
may be eſteem'd of any Validity, as pro- 
ceeding from the Royal Authority, un- 
leſs it be done by the Advice and Con- 
ſent of the major Part of your Council, 
atteſted under their Hands: And that 
your Council may be limited to a certain 
Number, not exceeding 25, nor under 
15; and if any Counſellor's Place happen 
to be void in the Interval of Parliament, 
it ſhall not be ſupply'd without the Af- 
ſent of the major Part of the Council, 
which Choice ſhall be confirmed at the 
next Sitting of Parliament, or elſe to be 
void. 

III. That the Lord High Steward of 
England, Lord High Conſtable, Lord 
Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, Lord Treaſurer, Lord Pri- 
vy Seal, Earl Marſhal, Lord Admiral, 
Warden of the Cinque-Ports, chief Go- 

a vernor 
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vernor of Ireland, Chancellor of the Ex. 
chequer, Maſter of the Wards, Secreta- 
ries of State, two Chief Juſtices, and 
Chief Baron, may always be cholen, with 
the Approbation of both Houſes of Par- 
liament; and in the Intervals of Parlia- 


ments, by Aſſent of the major Part of 


the Council, in ſuch manner as is before 
expreſs'd in the Choice of Counſellors. 
IV. That he or they, unto whom the 
Government and Education of the King's 
Children ſhall be committed, ſhall be ap- 


proved of by both Houſes of Parliament; 


and inthe Intervals of Parliaments, by the 
Aſſent of the major Part of the Council, 
in ſuch manner as is before expreſs'd in 
the Choice of Counſellors; and that all 
ſuch Servants as are now about them, a- 
gainſt whom both Houſes ſhall have any 
juſt Exceptions, ſhall be removed.

Oliver Cromwell, Captain-General of 
all the Forces of this Commonwealth, 
and now declared Lord PROTECTOKR 
thereof, did, this fixteenth Day of Decem- 
ber 1653, fign this Writing, and ſolemn- 
ly promiſe, as is therein contained, in 
Preſence of the Lords Commiſſioners of 
the Great Seal of England, who admini- 
ſtredthe ſame Oath, and of the Lord-Mayor 
and Aldermen of the City of London, di- 
vers of the Judges of the Land, the 
Officers of State and Army, and many 
other Perſons of Quality. 
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
